Undeterred by the Incessant rain.

The only 
person who was positively known to 
be in the ruins was Elizabeth Moun- 
tain, and a large force of men was 
kept constantly at work in the debris 
•where her mother's house had stood. 
The efforts of the searchers were re- 
warded at 4 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, when, in a corner of the callar, 
covered partly by broken bricks, the 
remains of the unfortunate vroman 
were found. Her mother and brother 
had stood by during the entire night 
and day watching the searchers. 


One colored man was found in the 


ruins of the restaurant, -which was 
patronized by negroes. He wa» sap- 
posed to be a helper in the place, but 
no one could be found to Identify him. 
The man found last night was about 
3-5 years of age, and had on the uni- 
form of a bootblack. 


Today 200 men, under the direction 


of the department of public safety, are 
vigorously pursuing the search.

Robbers Worked In the Dead of Night 


snd Gained Entrance to the Vault. 
Detectives Thus Far Have Discov- 
ered No Trace of the Thievas. 
Saa Francisco. Aug. 7.—About $2SO.- 


000 worth of gold bullion was stolen 
from the Selby Smell:ng Works at 
Valiejo on Monday night. The rob- 
bery was not discovered until yester- 
day morning. Access to the strong 
room, where the bullion was stored, 
was secured through a tunnel, which 
the thieves had bored from the edge 
of San Francisco bay to the building, 
some distance from the water's edge. 
It is supposed that the thieves took 
their plunder away In a boat. 


The Selby Smelter is the largest on 


the Pacific coast. Ores are sent there 
from all parts ot the western slope for 
reduction. 
The works are located 


near the bay shore, about 30 miles 
from San Francisco. The gold is kept 
in a steel-lined room. The robbers 
tunneled until they got directly under 
the room, and then cut through the 
floor. The tunnel was skillfully con- 
structed - work, which it must have 
taken many days to complete. 


An official of the Selby works made 


the following statement this morn- 


"The robbers must hare succeeded 


in entering the vault some time be- 
tween midnight and 1 o'clock yesterday 
moraiiig. 
They 
encerod the vault 


through a hole about the size of a 
manhole in a boiler, and indications 
point to the fact that the robbers have 
been working on the scheme for some 
time. 
Over 150 holes were bored in 


the bottom of the vault, and the work- 
manship indicates that mechanics of 
more than usual ability superintended 
the job. The holes were bored to 
•within a hair's breadth of the surfe.ce, 
and when the proper time came the 
plate was forced tip. thus giving the 
robbers access to the vault. The plot- 
ters first excavated a hole alongside 
the buildms, directly in line with the 
vault. The work of excavating must 
have taken some ticie3 and at the end 
of each night's work (for tLe work 
must have been done at nightl. a cov- i 
ering of laths, rubber sheeting and j 
sacks was made, the whole being cov- 
ered over with a layer of dirt, thus 
hiding any sign of what was going 
on. 


"What became of the excavated dirt 


we have been unable to find out. It 
must have been removed In sacks. The 
covering we have ascertained was not 
strong enough to hold the weight of 
a man, but the excavation was made 
so close to the building that the man i 
never walked over It. We find that j 
the plotters were aided by some one i 
thoroughly familiar with the system • 
employed at the works and one fully , 
informed as to the construction of the ' 
vault.

"Monday night one of the watchmen I 


employed about the premises heard' 
noises Inside the vault and informed j 
his fellows that the devil or ghosts j 
were inside the vault. They laughed 
at him and made no investigation, and j 
thus the robbers were left unmolested i 
at their work.

A Fall Results In Death. 


-John Shanabrook, of Penn township, 


York county, was instantly kiJled at 9:- 
45 o'clock Thursday morning by falling 
from a frame work in the foundry de- 
partment of the American Machine and 
Foundry Company, at Hanover. 


Sir. Shanabrook has been employed 


with this company for the past year, 
working in the carpenter department. 


• The foundry building is now being fitted 
tip as a temporary machine shop and Mr.

FOUNDKY FOE SLANG.

The London Society of Amateur Phi- 


lolo_gists, the members of which are 
-devoted to the study of language, has 
.gravely decided that if it were not for 
the additions made from time to time 
by Americans, English would have to 
be classed as a dead or at least as a 
xapidly dying language. 


From this country, however, come 


so many apt and novel phrases which 
are incorporated into the body of the 
English tongue that It is still alive 
and growing. And both in the United 
States and abroad students are begin- 
ning to recognize the importance and 
the value of words and phrases which 
start as slang and, because they vividly 
describe some prevailing condition 
gradually find their way into the stand- 
ard dictionaries. 


The English society mourns because 


almost all the slang which is found 
•worthy of permanent adoption arigi- 
nates in the States. But it is proud 
of the fact chat in England has orig- 
inated at least one popular 
phrase 


which has not found its way into this 
•country, and which, if one may ven- 
ture an opinion, is never likely to do 
•so. The new English phrase is "twen- 
-cerit," and it is used to describe any- 
thing which is extremely up ro date. 
It is, of course, an abbreviation of 
20th century, and in the English eye 
is a remarkable example of condensa- 
tion and wit. 


But the philologists of London and 


American authorities agree in 
the 


opinion that comparatively little slang 
of the sort which endures and becomes 
part of the language originates in large 
•cities. Xor is it used first by educated 
and refined people. The so-called "ed- 
ucated classes"add little to a language 
except some stilred words which are 
borrowed from the classics, or scien- 
tific terms, which are also likely to be 
-derived from one of the dead lan- 
guages. It is the men on the farm, on 
the western ranches, in gold and sil- 
ver mines and in other similar occu- 
pations, who give trie language its vi- 
tality and growth. 


Thus the men who pack mules and 


tosses for the trail over the mountains 
and plains of the great West put a 
tight "cinch" on many a "critter" be- 
fore the general public began to talk 
familiarly of "getting a cinch" on any 
proposition in which it was interested. 
The lumbermen in the great woods 
of Wisconsin and the Northwest piled 
up many millions of logs In booms 
and watched the logs go tearing down 
the swift little rivers after the "boom 
•was busted" for many years before 
the 
stock brokers and real estate 


agents adopted their phraseology. Now 
there are few people indeed who do 
not know what a "boom" is and what 
is likely to happen when a "boom is 
busted." 


Speaking broadly there are two kinds 


of slang. One depends for its popular- 
ity on the msre fact that the phrase 
is mouth filling and pleases the popu- 
lar fancy. 
Such slang is likely to 


have only a temporary popularity. The 
slang which lives and which sooner 
or later becomes a permanent part of 
the language 
is that which really 


means something, which 
describes 


some fact or condition in a new and 
vivid way. 
There are many people 


"who are greatly impressed 
by 
the 


sound of any phrase the meaning of 
which they do not understand. It was 
this feeling which proved so effective 
when Dr. Samuel Johnson was vocally 
attacked by one of the famous fish- 
wives of Billingsgate. 
Dr. Johnson 


knew that it would be idle and useless 
to answer the woman in kind, even if 
he-had been willing to lower his dig- 
nity to that extent. At the same time 
ise did not wish to listen to any more 
of her abuse. Accordingly he pointed 
the finger of scorn at her and ex- 
claimed in a voice of indignation and 
Contempt: "I\IacJam, you are an isosce- 
les triangle, a parallelopipedom. an oc- 
tagonal rhomboid." The fishwife was 
totally overcome and was unable to 
answer the doctor's scathing denun- 
ciation, but it is not recorded that the 
use of mathematical terms has ever 
become popular in the vocabulary of 
Billingsgate. 


Another kind of slang which has a 


merely temporary popularity is that 
which exaggerates an already slang 
expression and carries it beyond the 
point of absurdity. Two street arabs, 
for instance, may be quarreling in the 
gutter. 


"G'wan," says the first; "you've got 


a wheel in yer head." 


"Rats!" says the other. "Yer nut is 


a reg'lar bicycle factory." 


Most people know what is meant 


when a man is said to have "a wheel 
In his head," but the bicycle factory 
joke carries It a point beyond perma- 
nent appreciation. 


The only class of highly educated 


people who contribute to any extent 
to the growth of the language is the 
college students. College slang is so 
vivid and has been 
so generously 


adopted that a dictionary has been is- 
sued which is entirely devoted to the 
lubject 


Prom terms originally used in col- 


lege games the language has adopted 
many useful phrases. It is not many 
years since the first curved ball was 
pitched in a baseball game, and yet 
the current phrase, "I am onto his 
curves," has a meaning entirely with- 
out connection with the baseball dia- 
mond. From the field sports of colle- 
gians come the phrases to "jump on" 
a man and "jump on him with both 
feet." Even the great American game 
of draw poker, which will not be 
claimed as a college game, has added 
several common phrases to the lan- 
guage. Many a man who has never 
tried to "fill two pair" has "called a 
bluff* or declared that he would "go 
it blind." 


It was a farmer's boy who had 


touched his tongue to the iron pump 
handle on a below zero morning who 
discovered that "to freeze to" a per- 
son expressed a strong degree of at- 
tachment. 


Almost every business and profes- 


sion has given the most picturesque 
words in its particular vocabulary to 
enrich the language. From the Stock 
Exchange, for instance, come "bulls" 
and "bears," a "corner,"" and "mar- 
gins," though these words were origi- 
nally borrowed and given new mean- 
ing by the stock brokers. 


From the stage has come another 


whole set of words which are now in 
general use. The words "mascot" and 
"hoodoo" were invented on the stage 
and have since been added to the vo- 
cabulary of the general public. An- 
other common word which originated 
on the stage and passed thence into 
newspaper offices is "fake." 
Today 


almost every one would knew what is 
meant when a man is described as a 
lakir or a plan as a fake. The stages 
through which "fake" passed before it 
finally became a component part of the 
language illustrates the general pro- 
cess through which all slansr expres- 
sions go before they find admittance 
into the dictionary. First '"fake" was 
invented to describe something tricky 
or intended to deceive. Actors "faked" 
their scenery; they "faked" their lines. 
Then the expressive word was taken 
up by the newspapers, and a writer 
who paid no attention to facts was de- 
nounced for writing "fakes." Finally, 
the general public- got hold of the 
word. After having been in general 
use for a few years, ->Ir. Howells and 
other writers let it into their pages 
without the apology of quotation 
marks. Then the men who make dic- 
tionaries took it up. and beliold the 
recently despised "fake"' was admitted 
into all circies.—Chicago Tribune. 


SOME MARBLE LORE. 


Poor Folk in Germany Make Most of tlie 


Common Abates. 


Nearly all the agate marbles that 


rattle around and wear holes in the 
pockets of all schoolboys on earth are 
made in the State of Thuringia, Ger- 
many. 


On winter days the poor people, who 


live in villages, gather together small 
square stones, place them in moulds 
something like big coffee mills, and 
grind them until they are round. The 
marbles made in this way are the 
common china, painted china, glazel 
china, imitation agates and black and 
white ballots. These are very cheap, 
ranging in price, according to size, 
from 10 to 60 for five cents. 


Imitation agates are made 
from 


white stone and are painted to repre- 
sent the pride of the marble players 
heart—the real agate. 
The painted 


china marbles are of plain white stone, 
with lines crossing each other at right 
angles painted upon them. The bal- 
lots are little black and white mar- 
bles that look as though they would 
never stop rolling if once set in mo- 
tion- 


Glass alleys are blown by glass 


blowers in the town of Lauscha. Ger- 
many. 
The expert workmen take a 


piece of plain glass and another bit of 
re-i glass, heat them reahot. blow 
them together, give them a twist and 
there is a pretty alley with the red 
and white threads of glass twisted in- 
side into the form of the letter S. 


Large twisted alleys and plain glass 


alleys with the figure of a dog or 
sheep inside are made for very small 
boys and girls to play with. The mar- 
bles most prized by the young Ameri- 
can 
of todaj- are the real agates. 


These marbles are seal brown or black 
in 
color, and many of them 
have 


large, round circles on them that look 
like eyes. They sell for five. 10 and 
lo cents each, and the boy who has a 
real agate with a lucky eye peeping 
out at him from a glossy surface is 
envied. 


It is said that the only marbles 


made in America are the common ones 
that boys can buy almost a handful o* 
for a cent. 


SHREWD ANIMALS. 


Omn Hor*» Alwajr* Uodged Iron and Am- 


other Turned on the Water. 


"The apittude shown by animals of 


the lower order in acquiring human 
habits is marvellous," said a student 
who lives in the upper part of the 
city, "and the story that the old fly- 
bitten mule had learned to unlock the 
crib door with a snagged tooth is not, 
in my judgment, altogether a legend. 
The chances are that such things have 
happened. I have known of instances 
where mules would pull gate pins with 
their teeth or shove a latch up with 
their tongue in order to break into 
the cornfield. There are but few farm- 
ers who have not had occasion to ob- 
serve the same thing. 
But I have 


found that horses are more observant 
than mules. 


While horses are not as cunning and 


not as skiiled in the artifices of de- 
ception and double stealing, I may say 
they are naturally more sensitive in 
temperament and no doubt reason with 
more delicacy and more accuracy. 
I 


know 
of one horse, for 
instance, 


owned by one of the electricians of 
the city, that will not, under any cir- 
cumstances, step on a steel rail or go 
near a swinging wire, because one of 
her ears was lightly brushed by a 
live wire several years ago while she 
had one of her feet on the railing of 
a car track. She was knocked down 
by the shock, but was not seriously 
hurt. Since that time she has been 
extremely 
careful about where she 


puts her feet, and keeps her gaze on 
the ground at all times. But I owned 
a little bay mare several years ago 
that caused me considerable trouble 
and for more than a month I was 
very much worried by an unaccount- 
able waste of water on my place. It 
was before I moved to New Orleans. 
The water rates of the town where I 
lived were fearful. I had a hydrant in 
the back yard. Every few nights the 
water would be turned on in some 
mysterious way and tae yard would 
simply be Hooded the next morning. 
Failing to disc-over the cause of the 
trouble before the end of the month, 
when my water bill had doubled. 1 
notified the police, believing 
that 


some malicious person was. attempting 
to satisfy some gruJge against me. 
The chief stationed two men at ray 
place to watch the hydrant.

SCIENCE AND INDUSTRY. 


The French mental specialist. Dr. 


Toulouse, pleads in the P«ris Debats 
for as much liberty for lunatics as is 
given to lepers and to consumptives, 
on the ground that, if they were free, 
they would not supply a larger per- 
centage of mischief-doers than other 
classes of the population. 


In this era of "world umpires" inter- 


est in the sun's empire is hardly sur- 
prising. An English inquirer seeks to 
learn its size, and points out that 
three well-known comets of short 
period have orbits extending beyond 
that of Neptune, while one comet of 
a long period—Donatis—has a period 
of nearly 
2000 years. If this last 


named comet really moves about the 
sun, it is calculated that the diameter 
of the solar system must be nearly 
60,000,000,000 miles. 


A remarkable discovery by Captain 


H. P. Deasy in the Kuenlun moun- 
tains is that of a species of marine 
plant, called grasswrack, at an eleva- 
tion of 16,500 feet, more than 10,000 
feet higher than the summit of Mt. 
Washington. 
The plants 
were not 


growing, but were found, with their 
leaves and fruit, deposited in a bed 10 
or 12 fee', thick, which was covered 
and interspersed with strata of blue 
clay. The explanation offered is that 
the deposit once formed part of the 
boom of a salt lake. 


Pass a ray of sunlight through a 


drop of water and the colored rays 
are split up and thrown in different 
directions. 
The 
sunlight 
shining 


through many drops of falling rain 
after a shower is all split into colors, 
and the result is the gorgeous rain- 
bow. 
The scattered spray of a sea 


wave of a waterfall or a fountain, 
makes little rainbows, caused in the 
same way. Each kind of light has its 
own special uses. The red rays of 
light make the leaves of the tree grow, 
and hasten all rooting and decay. 
Moreover, if you cut oft the red rays, 
plants will grow with golden brown 
leaves instead of green. 


Study of the meteorological phe- 


nomena during the total eclipse of the 
sun in May. 1900. has led to the uis- 
covery that such an eclipse devel- 
ops a cold-air cyclone as the shadow- 
sweeps across the earth. During the 
eclipse, according to H. C. Clayton, 
the direction of the v.-inds was prac- 
tically reversed as the shadow moved, 
and there was an overflow of air from 
the shadow to a 
distance 
of 1500 


miles. Mr. Clayton believes that this 
discovery indicates that the fall of 
temperature at night must tend to pro- 
duce a cold air cyclone, while the heat 
of day tends to produce a warm-air 
one, and thus the puzzling phenomen- 
on of the double diurnal period in air- 
pressure receives an explanation. 


Dr. Paul Michel, a well-known 


French physician, has 'devised an in- 
strument for getting rid of the dis- 
agreeable and 
painful 
stitching of 


cuts and wounds with needle and 
thread to keep the parts in place and 
induce healing. The instrument is a 
sort of forceps, adapted to apply to 
the wound s. series of nickel clasps 
or hooks resembling those sometimes 
used to fasten the corners of paste- 
board or wooden boxes. 
They are 


provided with short, sharp teeth, 
which are forced into the epidermis 
sufficiently to hold them but not so 
deeply as to cause much pain. From 
20 to 30 of these clasps can be applied 
in a minute if necessary; they are 
easily removed at any time without 
pain and they can be easily distln- 
fected.

Strangeways I*i?g. of Cambridge. ha» 
expounded the theory in England. 


Profefsor Goss. the English ente- 


mologlst, says that tlie cockroach, the 
progenitor of the whole tribe of black 
beetles, is the eldest bug so far known. 
Remains of them have recently beeu 
found in the lower Silurian recks in 
Bwedeu, carrying ilieir origin back to 
a very primitive period in the life of 
the planet. 


Dr. Gersuny. a prominent Vic-ana 


Burgeon, says that la cases where the 
flesh of patients has sunken away ia 
parrs, as. for instance, after the re- 
moval of teeth or a part of the jaw 
boae or aa injury to the nose, he finds 
that melted parafline can be Iiijec-red 
under the skin. :uul that it will be 
permanently retained there, without 
absorption, so as to restore the normal 
contour. The discovery has aroused 
wide interest among the profession. 


In locating the line of the Virginia 


and Southwestern Itailroad over the 
Alleghenies. from Virginia inio Ten- 
nessee.advaniage was taken of a nat- 
ural tunnel through the rocks which 
deserves to be called one of the won- 
ders of the world. The entire distance 
through the tunnel is almost 1000 feet, 
tnd so nearly perfect was the tunnel 
that only sixty feet of blasting -was 
necessary. The region is one of lime- 
stone formation, as is nearly always 
the case where there are extensive 
caves. The cliffs at each end of the 
tunnel are fully 400 feet high, and the 
scenery in the locality is of remarka- 
ble interest. 


All the coral reefs are not found out 


In the ocean, as mosr persons suppose. 
Some are found within the boundaries 
of a continent. These, of course, be- 
long ro a past age of the earth's his- 
tory. l>nt they are no less interesting 
on that account. Within the last two 
years several remarkable reefs of fos- 
sil coral have been discovered near 
Bainbridge. on the Flint River, in 
Georgia. One reef so found consisted 
of coral heads, some of them more 
than a foot in diameter.

Dr. Oliver J. Lodge, in an audresg 


to electrical engineers in Birmingham 
recently, thus defined an electron, that 
new term of s-ience -which has re- 
cently assumed so much importance. 
An atom is ordinarily associated with 
a charge, and force is required to sep- 
arate the charge from the atom. The 
atomic charge, "when separated. Is 
called an electron. In an electrolyte,

in a metallic conductor the charges 
are handed on, as electrons, fros* 
atom to atom. 
In the discharg* 


through highly rarefied gases the elec- 
tric current is in irs most simple 
form, "for here there is a flow of elec- 
trons traveling by themselves, of dis- 
embodied charges or electric ghosts." 
Electrons, Dr. Lodge added, are the 
fastest moving of all known terres- 
trial objects, rheir speed being one- 
tenth that of light, which is 180,300 
miles per second.
